(Monday.)—The Graf Zeppelin reach- 
ed Japan early this morning, pushing 
steadily southward through light fog 
and rain areas to Tokyo and the end 
of the second stage of a flight around 
the world. 

The Graf flew low over Sunahara, 
a village, near Komagatake volcano, 
at 8:20 a. m. (6::20 p. m. Sunday, 
E. S. T.) It proceeded over Muro- 
ran, on Voleano bay, at an altitude 
of about 2,000 feet. Muroran is on 
the Pacific coast north of Hakodate. 
The dirigible was above Muroran at 
8:50 a. m. 

Eckener Changes Course. 

As the Graf Zeppelin neared this 
air field—end of a 6,600-mile non- 
stop flight—Dr. Hugo Eckener_re- 
ceived permission 
of communications to change his 
course and fly over the Island of Hok- 
kaido, passing between the bays of 
Rushikuon and Uchiura, He said he 
desired to cross over and fly down the 
Pacific coast line of Japan.

Shanghai, August 18.—(4/)—The 
mobilization of ten additional brigades 
of Manchurian troops totaling 100,000 
men was reported late tonight in an 
official Kuomin News Agency dis- 
patch from Mukden. The agency said 
the national government viewed “the 
Sino-Russian crisis as increasingly se- 
rious,” 

These brigades are destined for duty 
on the northern frontier. Six will 
be drawn from Fengtien province, two 
from Kirin and the remaining two 
from Heilung-kiang. General Ho Chen 
Chun, personally representing Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai Shek, who is also 
commander in chief of the nationalist 
army, was reported en route to Muk- 
den from Peiping with orders from the 
nationalist government to assume coin- 
mand of the entire military forces in 
Manehburia. 

Another Mukden dispatch issued by 
the official agency said that the gov- 
ernment. feels that white Russians 
along the frontier are “carrying on 
surreptitious acts which are a menace 
to peace and order and might possibly 
cause hostilities between Chinese and 
soviet troops, Chang Hsueh, Liang 
has therefore ordered the border forces 
to round up all white Russians.

ADMITS MOBILIZATION. 

Washington, August 18.—(/)— 
Minister Wn, of China, said tonight 
he had been. adv.sed by his govern- 
ment that because of repeated inva- 
sions’ of Chinese territory by soviet 
soldiers, 60,000 Manchurian troops 
had been ordered to deploy along the 
Manchurian-NSiberian border to pre- 
vent further incursions. ; 

This action, the minister was in- 
formed. does not mean war, but is a 
precautionary measure. 

He said he had not been instructed 
to inform te state department or the 
signatory powers of the Kellogg 
pact of the Chinese government's ac- 
tion, but would probably do so on his 
own responsibility. 

Referring to the breakdown of the 
negotiations which had been in prog- 
ress at Manchuli to settle the contro- 
versy which arose out of the taking 
over by the Chinese of the Chinese 
Eastern railway, Minister Wu said the 
cause of the disruption had been due 
to the soviets’ demands for the rein- 
statement of the soviet manager of the 
railway and his assistant.

Taking his first lesson in aviation, 
Harry C. Chatham, 32 years old, as- 
sistant service manager for the Frank- 
lin Motor Car Company, was killed 
Sunday morning at Candler field when 
his body hurtled 800 feet from a glid- 
ing plane piloted by Beeler Blevins. 

Just how the tragedy occurred had 
not been determined Sunday night. In- 
vestigation revealed that Chatham had 
been strapped into the rear seat of the 
dual-control plane and that the safety 
straps were unbuckled and open when 


Blevins landed the plane a few min- 
utes after noting that Chatham was 
not in it. 

From what his investigation had 
developed Sunday night, Blevins is in 
no way to blame for the tragedy, Leo 
(. Wilson, supervising inspector for 
the department of commerce, declared. 

“I have not determined how Chat- 
ham was killed, but I have determined 
that it was through no fault of the 
pilot,” Mr. Wilson said.

Slevins, Sunday night, said the fate 
which befell Chatham was a deep mys- 
tery to him. 

“We had been tp 15 or 20 minutes 
and I was heading for the field, glid- 
ing and the motor shut off complete- 
ly,” the pilot said. “Suddenly the con- 
trol stick shot forward and the plane 
lurched downward into a vertical dive. 
[ grabbed the stick and pulled the 
plane back into position and continued 
to glide to earth. 

“The sudden downward lurch threw 
me from my seat and I believe [ 
would have heen thrown from the 
plane had not my safety belt been 
buckled securely. If Chatham's belt 
was unbuckled the force of the lurch 
easily could have hurtled him from 
his seat.” 


Possible Chatham Fainted. 


It is quite possible that Chatham 
went into a faint and his body fell 
forward throwing the stick out of 
position, Blevins added. 

“The force of his falling body could 
bave throwu the stick forward and 
caused the dive,” the pilot said. 
“It may be that he felt a faint 
coming on and in preparation for it 
opened his safety belt believing he 
might get more air that way.” 

Blevins said he did not notice that 
his passenger was missing until he al- 
most had reached the field. 

“My cushions had been thrown out 
of place by the lurch,” he explained. 
“After I had righted the ship I was 
foreed to sit on the seat itself and 
was without the added height given by 
the cushions. As I prepared to land 
[ stood up to look over the fuselage 
and as I did I glanced into the rear 
cockpit and saw that it was empty. 
It was then that I had the first ink- 
ling that anything serious had hap- 
pened. I quickly inspected the

U. S. Entrant in Schneider 
Race Bends Its Pro- 
peller. 


Annapolis, Md., August 18.—(4)— 
The Mercury racer,. America’s sole 
hope for Schneider cup competition 
next month, still remained a bird of 
the water today, with speed ami fly- 
ing ability unproven, despite a series 
of attempts by Lieutenant Alford J. 
Williams to take his ‘plane into the 
air.

District Attorney Says Act 
of Boy Appears To Be 
Justified. 


Los Angeles, August 18.—(4)— 
After a personal investigation of the 
shooting of Frank S. Howard, wealthy 
automobile dealer, by his 12-year-old 
son, Richard, District Attorney Buron 
Fitts has termed the killing as “ap- 
parently justifiable homicide.”

Washington—What is happening to 
the tariff bill is a gravitation down- 
ward and backward toward a mainly 
agricultural _ bill. This process 1S 
practically certain to be accelerated 
when the bill reaches the senate floor. 
‘It is a by no means inconceivable 
;destination that the bill may become 
‘not far from ‘vhat Senator Borah de- 
‘'manded. That was and is a bill con- 
fined to agricultural commodities with 
no revision on industrial commodities 
jexcept a very few that are directly 
lrelated to agriculture. 

Senator Borah’s definition would 
admit raising industrial rates in a 
compensatory way when the raw ma- 
terial for an industrial commodity 
has been made more expensive by an 
lincrease on a farm commodity. Sena- 
tor Borah made this proposal when 
the tariff was first introduced in the 
senate. His resolution failed of pas- 
sage by only one vote. Persons who 
understood the reasons for the lack 
of the one vote believe that if Sen- 
ator Borah should reintroduce his res- 
olution, he might get the needed vote 
and perhaps more. : 

Ready To Keep Promise 

It is too early to be confident that 
this is going to happen. It is too 
early to assume the bill will become 
aun almost wholly agricultural one. 
''The tendency is that way. Neverthe- 
‘less, there will be long battles on 
‘the senate floor before the condition 
lean fully arise. If this condition 
should come about, several important 
questions would arise. 

The first is, what would then be 
the attitude of senators and members 
from the industrial east? Would they 
support, or refrain from vigorously 
opposing a mainly agricultural bill 
Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, 
recently said publicly that the bill 
was becoming one whose sole or prin- 
cipal effect would be to make foods 
expensive to eastern consuming cen- 
ters. That was probably an off-hand 
remark rather than a considered sug- 
vestion of a policy to be followed by 
the east. Nevertheless, Senator 
Moses’ remark suggests a mood that 
may come upon New England and the 
east if the bill becomes one in which 
the east has very little stake and the 
farmers a very large stake. It is by 
no means likely, however, that the 
republican party, as a whole, would 
deny to the farmers the increased tar- 
iff which was more or less explicitly 
promised them in the campaign. , 

The second interesting question 18 
about the democrats. They have been 
carrying on an energetic campaign 
‘against the bill.

REPUBLICANS FINISH 
MAJOR TARIFF WORK 


Washington, August 18.—(#)—The 
senate half of the farm relief-tariff 
special session of congress will recon- 
vene tomorrow after a two-month 
recess, but will find no work on its 


hands until September 4. when the 
finance committee will report a re- 
vised tariff bill for debate. 

Realizing the finance group could 
not finish rewriting the tariff measure 
passed by the house last May 28 in time 
to report tomorrow, republican lead- 
ers obtained an agreement with the 
democrats that the senate recess over 
three-day periods until two days after 
Labor Day to permit the committee to 
conclude its revision labors. 

The best part of this work is over, 
the republicans on the committee hav- 
ing sent to the printer a report cover- 
ing all the rate changes made in the 
measure, thus much of the bill will be 
turned over to the democratic mem- 
bers of the committee tomorrow for 
their consideration, and after a_ per- 
functory convening and recessing of 
the senate until Thursday the commit- 
tee majority will start work immedi- 
ately on the administrative provisions 
of the bill. 


Bill Ready Tuesday. 


The completed bill is expected to 
be ready in another week, but in or- 
der to give all senators sufficient time 
to study it before beginning floor dis- 
cussion it was agreed not to report the 
measure until the September date. 
The rate changes approved by the 
finance committee republicans will be 
given to the press tomorrow, if the 
printing is completed, for publication 
in ‘Tuesday mornings newspapers. 

Hundreds of changes in the duties 
promsed by the house have been ap- 
proved by the committee majority, in- 
cluding increases and decreases, while 
many rates undisturbed by the house 
have been raised or lowered. 

A large number of the increases 
voted in committee affect tariffs on 
agricultural products. The committee- 
men approved reductions in the house 
sugar duty and the present tariff on 
automobiles and cheaper types of 
trucks and busses, which the house did 
not touch. They also voted to wipe 
out the 5 cents a pound decrease ap- 
proved by the house in the existing 
rate of $1 cents on raw wool, but 
pushed the house rates on all forms 
of wool waste. 

Cotton textiles, as a rule, would be 
given higher duties than those pro- 
posed in the house bill, while slight 
changes were made in the silk and 


ticles, except a few types of leather, 
are now on the free list. 

Among scores of other changes is 
one aimed to decrease the smuggling 
of precious stones into the United 
States. Rough diamonds, now dutiable 
at 10 per cent. would be permitted 
free entry, and finished diamonds and 
pearls would be given a duty of 10 
instead of 20 per cent. 

Criticism of the bill as amended 
continued today from sources outside 
of congress, the people's legislative 
service declaring in a statement that 
the motto of the finance committee ap- 
parently is: “Here’s to the rich—God 
bless them; here’s to the poor—let 
them suffer, they're used to it.” 


WOMAN GIVES 
WEDDING RING 
FOR TRQLLEY FARE 


Savannah, Ga., August 18.—(#/)—~ 
The Savannah Electric and Power 
Companv is wondering who is owner 
of a white gold wedding ring inscribed 
with the Christian name of donor and 
recipient which was dropped in a 
fare register vn a Thunderbolt ear as 
the equivalent of the eight and one- 
third cents fare. A fare token fits ex- 
actly the inside of the ring, and it is 
presumed the owner had it in her 
pocketbook and pulled it out with a 
token wedged inside and dropped it 
in the register. The ring would not 
go through the tabulating apparatus, 
but a check-up on fares showed the 
operator’s finances were exact. This 
is the first wedding ring used here as 
a fare token, according to the records 
of the company.

PRISON REFORM DEMANDS. 

In another column we _ give 
place to a letter from Alice Pres- 
ton, coming to us from New York, 
in which a passionate protest is 
voiced against inhuman prison con- 
ditions in New York state and gen- 
erally. 

It is notorious and undeniable 
that many of the thousands of 
prisons in America are veritable 
pest-holes, wholly unfit for the in- 
carceration of human beings, and 
destructive to healgh, morals and 
persuasions to reform. 

We have some such worse than 
animals pens here in the Christian 
state of Georgia. They ought to 
be, and can be, brought up to clean. 
decent humane standards without 


extraordinary trouble or expense.! 


Many counties of the state main- 
tain clean and properly conducted 
jails, as surveys have shown, and 
all of them can do So if the county 
authorities possess a humanity 
complex. 

But it must not be forgotten that 
criminals whom the laws of social 
safety consign to prison for penal 
terms are of a class apart. Few of 
them are casual cases. Generally 
they are hard-boiled, conscienceless, 
confirmed law-breakers and dan- 
gerous to society and to each other. 
The prison-reformer claim that 
every criminal is “a pathological 
case,” to be hospitalized and treated 
with Swedish massages instead of 
steel cages and shot-gunned guards, 
is far-fetched and fanciful. 

The propositions of such reform- 
ers aS Beccaria and Howard, and 
Oglethorpe, and Warden Laws of 
Sing Sing, are outgrowths of sanely 
humane spirits, and have served 
long and largely to ameliorate 
prison conditions and to bring the 
treatment of convicts to the com- 
mon levels of Christian sympathy. 
But no one convicted of willful, 
malicious and brutal crime should 
be allowed to forget that he must 
pay hardly for his lawlessness and 
cruelty—that he is not a patient of 
public philanthrophy condemned to 
sleep on downy beds and feed on 
pound cakes and sherbets. 

Brought down to its common- 
sense terms, all prisoners should be 
treated with honest regard for their 
human nature and physical neces- 
sities, and the prisons in which 
they are held should be compara- 
tive with the decency and justice 
of @he people who establish and 
sponsor them. Anything less is in- 
justice itself and semi-barbaric in 
character.

Finding Money for the State. 


The pringipal puzzle of the legisla- 
ture has been to find revenues suf- 
ficient to pay the deficits and finance 


‘the future of operations of the state. 


They have been as bothered by that 
as my old negro yardman was when 
he lost all his money playing craps 
on Saturday night and was trying to 
wheedle a quarter out of me to put 
in the church collection Sunday eve- 
ning. 

Grabbing around for whatever ap- 
pears gitable, they have located some 
resources wisely and made, what I 
fear, are miscues in some other mat- 
ters. 

The net income tax measure, father- 
el by Representative Boykin, fur- 
nishes the best promise of getting sub- 
stantial new revenue for the state. 
In any fair view of its operation it 
should bring in certainly over $4,000,- 
000 a year. That will depend upon 
how closely the tax commissioner 
checks up the returns of net incomes 
made by individuals and corporations. 

As the income taxpayers to the 
federal treasury are required by the 
Boykin law to make duplicate returns 
under oath to the state tax coommis- 
sioner, and pay one-third of what they 
pay to Uncle Sam, they are likely to 
make fairly full and true returns. 


They will be especially well advised 
to do so, because in the case of any 
suspicious return, 
Georgia, under the federal income tax 
law, can request and be granted the 
right to compare the return to the 
state with that made to the federal 
government, and discover any dodging 
discrepancy between them. 


The Dubious Gross Sales Tax. 

The fiscal policy of a gross sales 
tax is a good one—not as an “emerg- 
ency tax,” but as a permanent flex- 
ible tax, substituting the unscientific 
and onerous ad valorem tax on acces- 
sible property. 

It is much to be hoped that the 
promises of the supporters of the 
pending Key gross sales tax bill can 
be realized in the event of its enact- 
ment. They figure that it will pro- 
duce $4,000,000 per year, ,but it is 
hard to identify the data fot the pre- 
diction. 

The bill imposes a half mill tax on 
manufacturers. The output of Geor- 
gia manufactures is reported at 
about $650,000,000 per year. At 5 
cents upon the $100 of gross values 
the expectable tax from that source 
would be $325,000 per year. 

The gross wholesale and retail sales 
of the state are listed by the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States and 
commercial reporting agencies at 
about $800,000,000 per year. The one 
mill tax of them should produce $800,- 
000. 


Two mills on amusement receipts 
and three mills on public utilities, ac- 
cording to accessible figures, would 
scarcely bring the total receipts from 
the measure up to $1,500,000. 

And then “the guts” were cut out 
of the measure when the $30,000 ex- 
emption was adopted into it. How 
many retail merchants in Georgia— 
even in Atlanta—have gross receipts 
over $30,000 per year? Its a cinch 
that less than a fourth of them have 
that much.

15 PERSONS DROWN 
IN BOAT COLLISION. 


London, August 18,—(4)—Fifteen 
persons were drowned when the Span- 
ish steamer Ogono and the British 
tug Kings Cross collided in the North 
sea 30 miles off Humer early this 
morning. 

The Ogono was struck amidship and 
sank in six minutes, giving the crew 
of 25 no time to launch the lifeboats. 

The drowned included the captain 
and all officers with the exception of 
Second Mate Ugalda. The Ogono 
was bound from Bilboa to Middles- 
borough with a cargo of iron and ore. 
The Kings Cross, which had her bow 
badly damaged, landed the survivors 
at Grimsby this afternoon. 

Telling the story of the disaster, 
Ugalda said: “I was on the bridge 
with Captain Candina about 3 o'clock 
this morning when I saw the lights 


of a ship approaching and heard short 
blasts from the siren and almost im- 
mediately the collision occurred. The 
Ogono took a big list and I rushed to 
the cabins of the wireless operator 
and mates and when I returned to the 
bridge the ship was rapidly sinking. 
I went with the others to try to 
launch the starboard lifeboat. There 
was a crash of timber and I realized 
the effort was hopeless and _ dived 
overboard. After I had been in the 
water some time I saw one of the 
Ogono’s lifeboats upturned and drift- 
ing towards me. and the others 
clung to this until we were rescued.” 


24 INJURED

Twenty-six persons were injured three 
miles south of here today when a 
Philadelphia Rural Transit Company 
passenger bus, loaded to capacity, 
overturned at the bottom of Warren- 
ton hill after striking a concrete cul- 
vert.

000,000 and $14,000,000. The Boykin 
measure provides that the state in- 
come tax shall aggregate 33 1-3 per 
cent of the federal levy. It was an- 
ticipated from the actual figures ob- 
tained from federal sources that the

Saw Body Fall. 


“I looked up and saw a man’s body 
coming tumbling down from a plane,” 
Alexander said. “It was revolving 
around and hurtling down speedily. 
The body was about 75 feet from the 
plane when I first noticed it. I did 
not see it leave the plane.” 

Mrs. J. J. Brown, who lives on Vir- 
ginia avenue, not far from where Chat- 
ham’s body fell said she saw two or 
three cushions falling but did not see 
the body. 

“Fliers passing over the neighbor- 
hood often hurl things from their 
planes and I did not pay any atten- 
tion to the cushions,” Mrs. Brown 
said. 
Chatham's body was found on an 
unused section of the College Park 
Memorial cemetery and the College 
Park and Fulton county police were 
notified. Patrolman W. G. Hudson, 
of the College Park department, or- 
dered the body removed to an under- 
taker and immediately began a search 
for a man who is reported to have 
witnessed the fatal plunge. 

Chatham’s body was badly bruised 
and a number of bones broken. He 
was dead when found. An ear trum- 
pet for use in talking with his in- 
structor was dangling from his ear. 
His wrist watch was smashed and 
ie | by his side. It had stopped at 
10:25 o'clock. 


According to employes of Blevins, 
Chatham first appeared at the field 
Saturday afternoon and contracted 
for a course in aeronautical instrue- 
tion, arranging to make his first flight 
Sunday morning. 

Started Course Sunday. 

Chatham drove to the field Sunday 
morning and reported for his lesson.

With the pilot he then went into the 
air, 

Associates of Blevins said it was 
usual for the instructor to permit his 
student to keep a light hand on the 
stick on the first flight, and they be- 
lieved that Chatham had been so ¢do- 
ing when the ship made the sudden 
lurch referred to by Blevins in his 
statement. 

Patrolman Hudson took charge of 

Chatham's motor car which had been 
parked at the field and also some 
papers found on his person. 
: W. C. Johnson, president of the 
Franklin company, said Sunday aft- 
ernoon that Chatham had been in the 
employ of his company more than ten 
years and was highly esteemed by 
himself and all of the company’s of- 
ficials. 

“We never had a better man in our 
organization,” Mr. Johnson said. “I 
am sure his death this morning was 
accidental for I have investigated all 
of his affairs and find not a single 
reason for his taking his own life.” 

Inspector’s Statement. 

Inspector Wilson took Blevins to 
his office in the government build- 
ing at the field immediately after 
Blevins landed. After taking a state- 
ment from the pilot, Wilson took him 
from the field in a car to get him 
away from the curious. 

“Blevins was so excited when he 

landed that I took him away from the 
field after getting a statement from 
him,” he said. 
_ “Blevins told me that he was fly- 
ing at about 2,000 feet and had the 
Gosport (for communicating from in- 
structor to;student) in his left hand 
and the thumb and second finger of 
his right hand lightly on-the control 
stick. 

“Blevins said he was telling the stu- 
dent he was gliding to the field. He 
told the student he was ‘keeping the 
nose below the horizon and maintain- 
ing flying speed,’ he told me. Over 
Virginia avenue, Blevins said, the 
stick went forward and out of his 
hand and he told the student ‘never 
dive, pull the nose back.’ 

“Blevins said he looked back after 
pulling the stick back, finding no 
pressure on the controls and could 
not see his student. As he glided over 
the field, he said, he stood up and 
looked back, but couldn't see Chatham. 
He landed and I got him at once and 
took him to my office.” 

Mr. Wilson said that Chatham had 
come to his office early Sunday morn- 
ing and had asked for a copy of fly- 
ing regulations. “I gave them to him 
nnd he took them and walked out,” 
Mr. Wilson said. 

“It is hard to see how Chatham 
could have fallen out of the ship,” 
Mr. Wilson stated. “The plane was 
not out of sight of the field during 


the flight and it would have been al- 
most impossible for the man to fall 
out unless the plane was stunted.

ASK NOVEMBER TRIAL 
FOR IN LOVING DEATH 


Ocilla, Ga., August 18.—(P)—A 
murder mystery in which the death of 
the victim has not been publicly dis- 
closed by three years’ investigation, 
will reach another climax tomorrow 
when the state asks for a postpone- 
ment until November of the trial of 
three men accused of the crime. 

Solicitor General Roy 8. Foy will 
ask for continuance of the trial of 
James and Aubrey Hoover, brothers, 
of Huntington, W. Va., and Harry 
K. Sligh, who have been indicted on 
charges of murder. The state con- 
tends that they killed Harry Loving, 
Huntington hitch hiker, at Sligh’s 
home in Fitzgerald, Ga., in 1926. 

In the absence of public informa- 
tion that Loving actually is dead, the 
defense today was expected to oppose 
vigorously the solicitor general’s re- 
quest for more time. 

Anticipating a legal tiff, the solici- 
tor general announced today that he 
will be able to establish corpus delecti 
within another month, and that the 
necessity for witnesses from six states, 
one of them California, makes a con- 
tinuance imperative. 

The case first became complicated 
about a year ago, when ving’s 
mother asked for an investigation into 
the disappearance of her son who last 
was reported seen in south Georgia.

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ASK INJUNCTION TO SAVE STATE FROM RIDICULE 


Slogan on Automobile Tags 


Frankfort, Ky., August 18.—(?)— 


The question of whether an automo 
bile license tag is the proper place 
for a state to advertise in capital 
letters that it is “for progress” will 
be decided by the Kentucky courts, 
and the followers of each of two well- 
defined schools of thought on the sub- 
ject confidently expect to win. 

For eight months, ever since the 
1929 tags appeared with the words 
“Kentucky for progress” scrambled 
up with the numbers on the rear, there 
has been a divided opinion. Some 
have insisted that motorists who trav- 
el far and wide are carrying an in- 
spiring message to the world. Others 
have asserted that Kentucky motor- 
ists are made a laughing stock and 
are embarrassed in other states with 
questions put in an unkind spirit. 

Everybody was waiting to see what 
would be done in 1930, and the an- 
nouncement came that “Kentucky for 
progress” would remain on the tags. 
Thereupon, the Louisville Automobile 
Club filed suit for an injunction, The 
allegations in the suit were that the 
lettering interferes with  identifica- 
tion, that it makes the tags more ex- 
pensive without serving any good pur- 
pose, thereby depriving motorists of 
their property. without return or due 
process of law and that the extra 
words are not provided for by the 
statute. The case comes up in cir- 
cuit court here September 4. 

The idea of “progress” on the tags 
originated about the time the legis- 
lature created the Kentucky progress 
commission to advertise the state in 
accordance with a campaign pledge 
of Governor Flem D. Sampson. Ex- 
actly who invented the slogan and 
designated the place for it is not 
clear.

New York, August 18.—()—In the 
5M Seg American Magazine, Mrs. 
Calvin Coolidge reveals. that the for- 
mer president’s now historic “Do not 
choose to run” statement which came 
out of the Black Hills to startle the 
country in 1927 was revealed to her 
only several hours after it had been 
given to the press. 

On the morning of the day the 
statement was given out, Mrs. Cool- 
idge says, the president, upon finish- 
ing his breakfast, remarked: “I have 
been president four years today,” and 
stepped into his car for the ride from 
the lodge where they were staying 
to his office in Rapid City, S. D. 

Soon after 1 o’clock, Mr. Coolidge 
returned with two senators for lunch 
and after the meal went to his room 
for a nap. 

“Quite a surprise the president gave 
us this morning,” one of the men re- 
marked. 

Seeing that Mrs. Coolidge did not 
know what had taken place he told 
er. 

She tells the incident to illustrate 
how completely she abstained from 
interfering with the president in af- 
fairs of state. 

“IT am rather proud of the fact,” 
she writes, “that after nearly a quar- 
ter of a century of marriage my hus- 
band feels free to make his decisions 
and act upon them without consulting 
me or giving me advance information 
concerning them:

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Washington, August 18.—(4)—An 
increase of $37,994,502 in revenue 
from tobacco manufacturers for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, due prin- 
cipally to the increase in cigarette 
consumption, was announced today by 
the internal revenue bureau. 

In a preliminary report to Secre- 
tary Mellon, Robert H. Lucas, the 
commissioner of internal revenue, said 
the total tobacco tax collections for 
1929 were $434.444,548 as compared 
with $396,450,041 for 1928. 

North Carolina led the other states 
in the tax on cigarettes, paying $211.- 
322.418 eompared with $62,711,566 
for Virginia, which took second place. 
Pennsylvania led in the tax on cigars 
with 36,926,154, while New Jersey 
ranked second with $3,118,310 and 
Florida came third with $3,029,681. 

Cost of collecting the internai reve- 
nue taxes for 1929 was $1.17 for 
cach $100 received. Aggregate re- 
ceipts, previously announced, were 
$2,.939,054,.375. while the amount ex- 
pended was $34,577,082. 

In 1928 total receipts were $2,790,- 
535,537 and the cost of collection was 
the same average as for 1929. 

Income tax collections in 1929 were 
$2.531,429 compared with $2,174,537,- 
103 for 1928 while miscellaneous

The market situation still remains 
reasonably strong, however. Latest 


world exports of wheat during the 
past season amounted to only nine

The reats To Pesce oe World : 
Seen in Russian - Chinese 
Dispute, War Debt Parley: 


Review of Week in For- 
eign Field Shows Un- 
easiness To Be Increas- 
ing Throughout East.

The Graf Zeppelin, The Hague 
reparations conference and the Sino- 
Russian dispute in Manchuria all 
went up in the air in the news of 
the past week. 

As the mighty Graf soared over Si- 


beria towards Tokyo on the second 
stage of her flight around the world, 
the dignified diplomats of Europe and 
Russian and Chinese officials in the 
orient seemed to have caught the air 
fever. 

The Hague “conference to end con- 
ferences” has proved itself only an- 
other conference. Since its opening 
August 6, after living through several 
crisis in its first two weeks of exist- 
ence it verged on another at the be- 
ginning of the third. 

Snowden Astonishes. 

The problem of adjusting the Young 
plan to the demands of a dozen Euro- 
pean nations has proved even ‘more 
difficult to statesmen than to the 
financial experts who evolved the 
plan, 
Chancellor 
has stood firmly 


Philip Snowden, who 
for revision: of the 
plan, definitely refused at the end 
of the week a compromise offered 
Great Britain by France, Italy, Bel- 
gium and Japan. The four other prin- 
cipal creditor powers, who have agreed 
to act together, said their offer would 
satisfy 60 per cent of the British de- 
mands for larger share of reparations, 
but Mr. Snowden declared that only 
20 per cent was actually furnished.» 

Mr. Snowden said he would listen 
to further offers, but if they were no 
better he thought the conference might 
as well break up. 

Rhineland Exacuation. 

Much progress was reported on the 
extremely delicate question of evacu- 
ation of the Rhineland. France and 
Germany seemed to have drawn closer 
on an issue which has been a source 
of bitterness between them ever since 
Locarno. 

All the powers desired evacuation 
of the Rhineland by Christmas in 
the interests of peace. But France 
has always made plain she considered 
evacuation before 1935, the date set 
in the treaty of Versailles, as con- 
tingent on previous adoption of the 
Young plan. 

If the powers finally fail to accept 
the Young plan, which can only be 
adopted unanimously, the Dawes plan 


will continue in force, and the pow- 


ers are left individually to clean up, 


| as best they may, the debris of the

Neither Russia nor China seemed 
(to desire a war, but Russia refused 
to begin official negotiations until the 
status quo had been restored on the 
seized Chinese Eastern railway. China 
was anxious to negotiate but unwilling 
to fulfill the Russian conditions. 

There were indications of a diverg- 
ence in policy between Nanking and 
Mukden. The Manchurians were said 


to be anxious to settle the difficulty 


as a local issue. 

Reports that China had appealed to 
the other signatories’of the Kellogg 
renunciation of war pact, accusing 
Russia of invading Manchuria, reach- 
ed London from Nanking, but Wash- 
ington officially knew nothing of it
